If you or the assistants that you supervise have a case-where Officer Avila is a witness and you 
determine that he is a necessary witness and needs to be called in the case, and, at the time that 
Officer Avila is testifying his case is still pending, please tender to the defense the attached Notice of 
Disclosure prior to trial. None of the AS As that you supervise are to tender the notice without your 
prior knowledge and specific approval. An electronic copy of the Notice of Disclosure will be sent to 
you.
